A Serious Case of the Chills 


NEWYORKIA blustery snowstorm combined 
with painfully cold arctic air descended on 
the Northeast on Thursday, trapping New 
York-bound ferries in the ice, grounding hun- 
dreds of flights and prompting warnings to 
bundle up from Maine to Pennsylvania. 

Fine, powdery snow fell across much of 
the region, with the mercury dipping into the 
single digits in some places, and 20 and 30 
degrees below zero in others — a combina- 
tion that closed schools, disabled car batter- 
ies, produced spinouts and fender-benders, 
and forced even ski resorts to close. 

The bitter cold was expected to continue 
or worsen into Friday. 

“Any exposed skin can freeze in less 


than 30 minutes,” warned Scott Reynolds, 
a National Weather Service forecaster. 

Maine Gov. John Baldacci declared a 
civil emergency, waiving certain trucking 
regulations so that fuel oil delivery drivers 
could work overtime. The temperature hit 
31 below at Ninemile Bridge, Maine. 

In Whitefield, N.H., the temperature 
dipped as low as 35 degrees below zero. In 
Watertown, N.Y., it was minus 31, with a 
wind chill of minus 46. 

National Weather Service meteorolo- 
gist Tony Lacroix said temperatures in New 
Hampshire are expected to climb into the 20s. 

“Golly, that’s a heat wave,” he said.

Drills show aircraft still able 
to penetrate restrieted zone 

WASHINGTON I U.S. and Canadian military 
aircraft have scrambled hundreds of times to 
intercept or divert suspicious aircraft since 
Sept. 11, but routine drills illustrate how ter- 
rorists could penetrate the airspace around 
the nation’s capital. 

Exercises conducted in December are the 
latest to show that the best prevention against 
another terror tragedy in the skies is thorough 
pre-emptive intelligence and screening, not 
a last-minute intercept or shootdown of a 
hijacked airliner, officials said. 

Those officials talked to The Associated 
Press about the classified results of the drills 
on condition of anonymity. They said the U.S. 
has concluded it would be very difficult to 
intercept a hijacked plane within a certain 
radius of major cities like Washington unless 
fighter jets were already airborne. The officials 
declined to define the size of that zone. 

The officials would not provide more spe- 
cific details about the drills except to say 
that under some circumstances Homeland 
Security planes posing as mock terrorists 
were able to penetrate protected air space. 

Overall, the nation’s air safety net is get- 
ting improved marks with each test. And offi- 
cials point to the fact that nearly 1,700 times 
since Sept. 11, fighter jets have successfully 
been scrambled to intercept or escort sus- 
picious planes. One such intercept of a way- 
ward plane occurred over the White House

CARROLL, IOWA | Carol Moseley 
Braun ended her long-shot bid 
for the presidency Thursday and 
backed Howard Dean, giving the 
Democrat a high-profile endorse- 
ment that could pay dividends with 
women and minorities. 

The former Illinois senator said 
she could not compete in the fund 
raising and organization required to 
stay in the otherwise all-male field 
for president and encouraged her 
supporters to back Dean.

Tens of thousands in 
Iraq protest U.S. plan 
for provineial caueuses 

BASRA, IRAQ | Shouting “no to 
America! ” tens of thousands of Shiite 
Muslims took to the streets Thursday 
to protest a U.S.-backed formula for 
choosing Iraq’s legislature. 

The protest came as an aide to 
Iraq’s foremost Shiite cleric, Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini al-Sistani, 
warned that he might issue a fatwa, 
or religious edict, rejecting a U.S.- 
backed government if his demands 
for direct elections are ignored. 

The turnout in Basra, estimated 
by British soldiers at up to 30,000, 
was the biggest protest organized 
by Shiite clerics against the power 
transfer plan. 

The United States wants region- 
al caucuses to choose a new par- 
liament, which will then select an 
Iraqi administration. It says secu- 
rity is too poor and voter records too 
incomplete for fair elections. 

The clerics want direct elec- 
tions, fearing the caucuses maybe 
rigged to keep Shiites out of power.

Palestinian militants 
honor Hamas’ first 
female bomber as hero 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | The first 
female Hamas suicide bomber was 
given a hero’s funeral Thursday, a 
day after killing four Israeli guards, 
and Israel sealed the Gaza Strip to 
review security at border crossings. 

The closure prevented thousands 
of Palestinian workers from getting 


to their jobs in Israel and a nearby 
industrial zone. The workers, among 
the few with jobs in the impover- 
ished region, worried life would 
only become more difficult — but 
few were willing to openly blame 
militants for their new hardship. 

Top Israel army commanders met 
at the Defense Ministry Thursday to 
consider a response to the attack, a 
security official said. Targeted kill- 
ings of senior members of the Islamic 
militant group Hamas were expect- 


ed to resume, said the official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The Israeli closure shut down the 
Erez crossing and a nearby indus- 
trial park, where 6,000 Palestinians 
work. The closure was to last until 
Sunday, the security official said. 

Wednesday’s attack at the Erez 
border crossing between Israel and 
Gaza was the first time Hamas dis- 
patched a female suicide bomber, 
and the group threatened more vio- 
lence.

WASHINGTON | The deficit for the 
government’s pension insurance 
program ballooned to a record 
$11.2 billion last year, more than 
triple the previous year’s total, and 
officials are warning that taxpayers 
could be called on for a bailout. 

The Pension Benefit Guaranty 
Corp.’s financial woes are driven by 
an increasing number of bankrupt 
pension plans and record-low inter- 
est rates, officials said. 

The agency’s departing executive 
director, Steven Kandarian, said it 
could continue to pay pension ben- 
efits to retirees in bankrupt plans 
“for a number of years.” The grow- 
ing deficit, however, “puts at risk the 
agency’s ability to continue to protect 
pensions in the future,” he said. 

Officials from agency and the

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Metro Shortfall 
May Lead to Cuts 


To balance its budget, 
transit agency considers 
fare hikes, less service 

WASHINGTON! Service cuts and pos- 
sibly another fare hike could be com- 
ing down the tracks at Metro. 

Staff administrators on Thursday 
outlined proposals to trim $28.5 mil- 
lion — through reductions they said 
would not directly affect service — 
from their tentative $934 million 
budget for the 2005 fiscal year. The 
transit authority, however, still needs 
to shed at least another $28.8 mil- 
lion — and as much as $36.2 million 
— to balance that budget. 

General Manager Richard A. 
White said that service reductions 
are among the possible cuts to come 


and suggestions will be brought 
before the board later this month. 

“Everything is still on the table, 
including the potential for fare 
increases,” said Robert J. Smith, vice 
chairman of the Metro Board. 

The proposed actions that offi- 
cials said would not affect service 
include hiring freezes, limiting wage 
growth, boosting employees’ health 
insurance contributions, reigning 
in absenteeism and overtime costs, 
and cutting back on the use of out- 
side consultants. 

Some of the proposals would 
need to be hammered out in col- 
lective bargaining negotiations 
with employee unions. Four of the 
union contracts expire before Nov. 
1. A contract with security guards 
expired Sept. 30. (ap)

WASHINGTON! Pennsylvania Avenue 
in front of the White House is get- 
ting a facelift in a project one offi- 
cial described as being mindful of 
security without making the nation’s 
capital look like a combat zone.

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | The Maryland 
Chamber of Commerce, citing the 
need for more money for roads 
and bridges, asked the legislature 
Thursday to approve a five -cent 
hike in the gasoline tax and a $60 
increase in the motor vehicle reg- 
istration fee that Marylanders pay 
every other year. 

The chamber said its support for 
the gasoline tax increase is predi-

American in Paris 


Having conquered the U.S., Starbucks invades the bistro’s birthplace 


COFFEE I Starbucks has finally 
arrived in the country that likes to 
think it invented the cafe. 

Almost six years after it began 
establishing itself in Europe — 
starting with Britain, Switzerland 
and Austria, Starbucks Corp. inau- 
gurated its first Paris store on 
Thursday, with Spanish partner 
GrupoVIPS. 

But the king of Frappucinos- 
to-go accepts it may not be easy 
to make ends meet right away in a 
country where people still like to 
sit down to drink their “express,” 
preferred short, black, bitter — and 
above all, cheap. 

“Our success in other coun- 
tries does not provide us with an 
entitlement to be successful in 
France,” Starbucks CEO Howard

Schultz said in an interview ahead 
of Thursday’s launch. 

Seattle-based Starbucks sees 
its international business post- 
ing an operating profit overall in 
fiscal 2004 for the first time in an 
eight-year global expansion drive. 
But Schultz said the company 
was taking a “long-term view” on 
France, where pre -launch research 
showed people remain skepti- 
cal about “whether coffee from 
America can measure up.” 

The findings also revealed that 
the French are already aware of the 
brand, he added. 

“Their curiosity will drive them 
into the stores,” he said. 

There, familiar croissants and 
“pains au chocolat” await them, to 
lessen the culture shock when the 
doors to the new Starbucks prem- 
ises on the prestigious Avenue de 
rOpera swing open to the public 
on Friday. 

Another outlet opens Monday 
in the La Defense business district, 
the second of about 10 planned for 
Paris over the next year. 


There are other signs French 
coffee drinkers are ready for a 
change. 

A recent study by the UMIH 
industry association showed that 
the traditional bistros and cafes it 
represents have been closing at a 
rate of about 1,500 a year for the 
past two decades, as lunch breaks 
have shrunk and takeout sandwich 
bars have flourished. 

The organization’s president, 
Andre Daguin, nevertheless remains 
calm in the face of adversity — and 
Arabian Mocha Java. 

“The first cafe was founded in 
Paris over 300 years ago,” Daguin 
said, referring to Le Procope, a 
Latin Quarter eatery that claims 
to be the world’s oldest restaurant 
still open for business. 

“Starbucks is not going to com- 
pete with the French cafe,” he 
said. “The cafe isn’t just some- 
where to drink coffee, it’s a place 
where people go for social con- 
tact. In a big place with hundreds 
of customers, that’s more difficult.”

An uptight guy meets a free-spirited girl — does this sound familiar? 


FILM I After “There’s Something 
About Mary,” “Meet the Parents” 
and “Duplex,” it seemed Ben Stiller 
had played characters who’ve humil- 
iated and injured themselves in 
every imaginable way and had 
every possible bodily fluid spew 
from them or spill on them. 

Now, along comes “Along Came 
Polly,” in which Stiller gets carried 
away on yet another wave of gross- 
out gags, all of them desperately 
straining for laughs, few of them 
earning any. 

Again, Stiller plays the straight 
man, this time an obsessive risk 
assessor named Reuben Feffer. 

Reuben falls for free-spirited 
Polly (Jennifer Aniston), an old 
friend he hasn’t seen since the sev- 
enth grade, after his bride (Debra 
Messing) cheats on him during the 
honeymoon with their French scuba 
instructor (a muscular, naked Hank 
Azaria, and yes, the casting has a 
strong must-see-TV vibe). 

Among the horrors that befall 
Reuben while he’s dating Polly: 
Moroccan food, which exacer- 
bates his irritable bowel syn-

drome; a plugged toilet; Polly’s 
blind pet ferret; and pick-up bas- 
ketball against a sweaty, hairy, fat 
shirtless man. 

The episodic jokes from writer- 
director John Hamburg (who also 
wrote “Meet the Parents”) quickly 
feel repetitive; the film’s choppy 
pacing doesn’t help. 

The film does benefit, however, 
from a stellar supporting cast, which 
includes Philip Seymour Hoffman 
as Reuben’s best friend, a has-been 
’80s child star; Bryan Brown as an 
adventurous Australian billionaire 
seeking insurance coverage from 
Reuben’s firm; and Alec Baldwin as 
Reuben’s slick, schmaltzy boss. 

But Reuben and Polly are so 
insurmountably different (and 
Stiller and Aniston have so little 
chemistry, despite their individu- 
al charms) that it’s hard to imagine 
why they should end up together, 
and hard to care. 

Stiller needs to get out of this rut. 
We know from movies like “Reality 
Bites,” “Permanent Midnight” and 
“The Royal Tenenbaums” that he’s 
capable of much more than just 
being the butt of jokes.

TELEVISION I Any doubt that “The 
L Word,” Showtime’s new series 
about the lives and loves of a group 
of young lesbians in Los Angeles, 
hopes to fill the void left when 
“Sex and the City” goes off the air 
in February should be dispelled 
by the show’s tagline: “Same Sex. 
Different City.” 

Splashed across a glamour shot 
of eight beautiful women (and one 
beautiful man), the ad invokes the 
spirit of its predecessor so plainly, 
it can take a moment to give up its 
double meaning. The sex is not the 
same; the sexes are. And just for 
good measure, the “L” of the title 
equivocates too. 

The line is a transparent, 
almost predatory come- on to a 
demographic on the verge of get- 
ting dumped. “The L Word” has 
no compunction about hitting 
on Carrie Bradshaw’s soon-to-be 
broken-hearted TV-land exes. But 
it’s hard not to admire the bravado. 
“The L Word” at least comes close to 
“Sex” in spirit, cheerfully present- 
ing urban promiscuity as a gener- 
ally well-intended process of trial

and error, punctuated by choreo- 
graphed sex scenes, spirited post- 
game analysis and an overall view 
of the city as a bright, gorgeous 
grown-up romper room. 

The general absence of male- 


female trouble could prove a 
harder obstacle than Carrie’s fairy- 
land shoe budget for the average 
Payless shopper to surmount. But 
the show is clearly courting an audi- 
ence well beyond its built-in niche 

— the straight-world parallels are 
as prevalent here as lesbian stereo- 
types are absent. 

“The L Word” also doubles the 
players, ratchets up the raunch fac- 
tor (new areas to wax!) and relegates 
men to the role of Charlotte. With 
toxic bachelors out of the way, the 
show is able to turn its attention 
to the problems inherent to dating 
women and finds that, hey, girls are 
impossible, too! This perspective 

— and the obvious titillation factor 

— may help “The L Word” double 
as that elusive beast, the male “Sex 
and the City.” 

By now, television viewers know 
that the “L” word is race-, gender-, 
coast- and premium pay channel- 
blind. And with the girls of HBO 
halfway out the door. Showtime is 
betting on the notion that, by now, 
we’re willing to swing both ways.

What is your quick analysis of 
President Bush’s plan? 

I’m sad about the focus on 
human space flight when we’re 
doing so well with robotics, which 
extend human presence. This refo- 
cus on human flight is something 
that worries me greatly. I think it’s 
a misplaced focus on the future that 
will borrow heavily from an already 
deficit-ridden country. It also seems 
to be unilateral and it should be an 
international effort. 

What will happen to the International 
Space Station? Some reports seem 
to suggest that once it’s finished we 
basically will abandon it. 

Support for these programs large- 
ly comes from people who make 
money building things in space — 
that maybe unfair, but I think that’s 
the case. The question is: How do we 
want to use our money to provide for 
our children’s future? 

It 
was originally justified as an engi- 
neering challenge that gathered an 
international effort, helped pull 
Russia out of an economic depres- 
sion and cushioned the American 
space industry and its rapid descent 
from the Cold War. So there were 
reasons for it. But the president isn’t 
addressing that at all.
